Car bomb signals new dimension 
to Mexican drug war

CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico 
(AP) —A drug cartel has used 
a car bomb for the first time in 
Mexico’s decades-long fight 
against traffickers, setting a 
deadly trap against federal 
police in a city across the 
border from Texas, the mayor 
of Ciudad Juarez said Friday. 
Mayor Jose Reyes said 
federal police have confirmed 
to him that a car bomb was 
used in the attack that killed 
three people Thursday. 
It was the first time a 
drug cartel has used a 
bomb to attack Mexican 
security forces, marking an 
escalation in the country’s 
already raging drug war. 


Federal police and paramedics 
were lured to the scene by 
a phone call reporting that 
shots were fired at a major 
intersection and a municipal 
police officer lay wounded at 
a major intersection, Reyes 
told The Associated Press. 
As the paramedics were 
working on the wounded man, 
a parked car exploded, he said. 
Reyes said authorities later 
determined that the wounded 
man was not a policeman, 
although he was wearing a 
fake uniform. The man was 
among the three people who 
died in the attack. The others 
were a federal police officer 
and a medical technician. 
Brig. Gen. Eduardo Zarate,

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Former aide to W.Va. governor tapped for Byrd seat

Virginia’s governor on Friday 
appointed his former chief 
counsel — a member of a 
prominent West Virginia 
family — to succeed the late 
U.S. Sen. Robert C. Byrd. 
Gov. Joe Manchin 
announced Carte Goodwin’s 
appointment during a packed 
afternoon news conference 
at the state Capitol. 
“I know he’s going to make 
us all proud,” Manchin 
said. “I know that West 
Virginia is better off because 
he’s passed this way.” 
Goodwin would hold the 
seat until November, when 
the governor wants general 
election voters to decide 
who will serve the final two 
years of Byrd’s term. The 
Legislature has begun a 
special session to consider 
a proposal from Manchin to 
allow for a November vote. 
The governor’s appointee 
is not expected to run for 
the seat. Manchin has said 
it’s highly likely he will, but 


he has yet to announce his 
plans. The Republicans’ top 
choice is Rep. Shelley Moore 
Capito, though she is already 
seeking a sixth House term. 
The likely special election 
will put another Democratic 
Senate seat in play this year 
as the party struggles to retain 
its majority. Democrats have a 
58-41 edge, with Byrd’s seat 
vacant, but are expected to lose 
seats in November, typical 
for the president’s party in 
his first midterm elections. 
Manchin said the seat will 
always be known as the 
U.S. Senate seat that Byrd 
held for more than half a 
century. However, “I am 
truly confident that Carte 
Goodwin will look out for 
West Virginians,” he said. 
Byrd was history’s longest- 
serving member of Congress 
when he died last month 
at age 92. During Friday’s 
announcement, Manchin 
handed Goodwin a pocket- 
size copy of the U.S. 


Constitution that Byrd 
inscribed and gave to the 
governor before his death — 
the same red-covered version 
that Byrd would famously 
pull out and wave during 
floor and stump speeches. 
Goodwin worked on 
Manchin’s 2004 campaign 
for governor before becoming 
his chief lawyer. He served 
in that post until shortly 
after Manchin began his 
second term in 2009, leaving 
for his family’s law firm. 
When sworn in next week, 
Goodwin will become the 
youngest sitting senator, 
according to the Senate 
historian’s office. The next 
youngest, Sen. George 
LeMieux of Florida, 
is 41 and the average 
age of senators is 66. 
“We passed this torch 
to another generation,” 
Manchin said. “I have been 
pushing young people to get 
involved in public service. 
We have passed that torch.” 


Last year, Goodwin headed 
an extensive, Manchin- 
commissioned review of 
the state’s judiciary. While 
general counsel, Manchin said 
Goodwin was key in drafting 
mine rescue and safety 
measures that responded 
to fatal 2006 accidents 
at West Virginia’s Sago 
and Aracoma coal mines. 
State Democratic Party 
Chairman Larry Puccio, who 
had been Manchin’s chief of 
staff, credited Goodwin for his 
role in that legislation as well 
as such other administration 
policies as the privatizing 
of the state’s workers’ 
compensation system. 

“He’s just a brilliant attorney, 
and I think he’s very 
detailed and a disciplined 
individual,” said Puccio, who 
had also been considered a 
potential Manchin pick. “I 
think he’s a rising star, and 
West Virginians would do 
well if they involved such 
individuals in the process. 
I think so much of him.”

Authorities said 

busts carried out 
this week in Miami, 
New York City, Detroit, 
Houston and Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, were the largest 
Medicare fraud takedown in 
history — part of a massive 
overhaul in the way federal 
officials are preventing 
and prosecuting the crimes 
in the U.S. insurance 
program for the elderly. 
In all, 94 people — 
including several doctors 
and nurses — were charged 
Friday in scams totaling 
$251 million. Federal 
authorities, while touting 
the operation, cautioned 
the cases represent only a 
fraction of the estimated 
$60 billion to $90 billion 
in Medicare fraud absorbed 
by taxpayers each year. 
For the first time federal 
officials have the power 
to overhaul the system 
under Obama’s Affordable 
Care Act, which gives 
them authority to stop 
paying a provider they 
suspect is fraudulent. 
Critics have complained 
the current process 
did nothing more than 
rubber-stamp payments 
to fraudulent providers. 
“That world is coming 
to an end,” Health and 
Human Services Secretary 
Kathleen Sebelius told 
The Associated Press after 
speaking at a health care 
fraud prevention summit 
in Miami. “We’ve got new 
ways to go after folks that 
we’ve never had before.” 
Officials said they chose 
Miami because it is ground 
zero for Medicare fraud, 
generating roughly $3 
billion a year. Authorities 
indicted 33 suspects in 
the Miami area, accused 
of charging Medicare 
for about $140 million 
in various scams. 


Suspects across America 

were accused of billing 
Medicare for unnecessary 
equipment, physical 

therapy and other 
treatments that patients 
never received. In one 
$72 million scam at Bay 
Medical in Brooklyn, clinic 
owners submitted bogus 
physical therapy claims for 
elderly Russian immigrants. 
Patients, including 

undercover agents, were 
paid $50 to $100 a visit in 
exchange for using their 
Medicare numbers and got 
bonuses for recruiting new 
patients. Wiretaps captured 
hundreds of kickback 
payments doled out in a 
backroom by a man who 
did nothing but pay patients 
all day, authorities said. 
The so-called “kickback” 
room had a Soviet-era 
propaganda poster on the 
wall, showing a woman 
with a finger to her lips and 
two warnings in Russian: 
“Don’t Gossip” and “Be 
on the lookout: In these 
days, the walls talk.” 
With the surveillance, 
the walls “had ears 
and they had eyes,” 
U.S. Attorney Loretta 
Lynch said at a news 
conference in Brooklyn. 
In a separate Brooklyn 
case, authorities charged 
six patients who shopped 
their Medicare numbers 
to various clinics. More 
than 3,744 claims were 
submitted on behalf of one 
woman alone, 82-year-old 
Valentina Mushinskaya, 
over the past six years. 
At a brief appearance 
in federal court Friday, 
Mushinskaya was released 
on $30,000 bond and 
ordered not to return to 
the Solstice Wellness 
Center, scene of an 
alleged $2.8 million scam. 
Authorities called 

Mushinskaya one of 
the clinic’s “serial 
beneficiaries,” with phony 
bills totaling $141,161 
paid by Medicare. 
Her nephew, Vladimir 
Olshansky, told reporters his 
Ukrainian-born aunt suffers 


from diabetes. "She doesn t 

know what this is about,” 
he said. “She’s in the dark.” 
In Miami, Daniel R. 
Levinson, inspector general 
of HHS, which oversees 
Medicare, said the arrests 
“illustrate how health care 
fraud schemes can replicate 
virally and migrate rapidly 
across communities.” 
Cleaning up Medicare fraud 
will be key to paying for 
President Barack Obama’s 
proposed health care 
overhaul. Federal officials 
have allocated more money 
and manpower to fight 
fraud, setting up strike 
forces in seven cities with 
a plan to expand to a dozen 
more. So far, the operations 
are responsible for more 
than 720 indictments 
that collectively billed 
the Medicare program 
more than $1.6 billion. 
Around America, the 
schemes have morphed 
from the typical medical 
equipment scam in which 
clinic owners billed 
Medicare dozens oftimes for 
the same wheelchair. Now, 
officials say, Medicare 
fraud involves a 
sophisticated network of 
doctors, clinic owners, 
patients and 

patient recruiters. 

Violent criminals and 
mobsters are also 
tapping into the scams, 
seeing Medicare fraud 
as more lucrative than 
dealing drugs and having 
less severe criminal 
penalties, officials said. 
For decades, Medicare 
operated under a system 
that paid providers first 
and investigated later. That 
pay and chase method was 
a boon for crooks, giving 
them 90 days lag time 
to milk the system and 
flee with millions before 
authorities were aware a 

crime had been committed. 
Sebelius toured vacant 

storefronts in Miami on 
Friday where Medicare 
fraudsters set up shop, 
including bogus clinics 

operated by Cuban 

immigrants Carlos, Luis 
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and Jose Benitez. The 
brothers are the agency’s 
most-wanted fugitives, 
charged with bilking $119 
million for costly HIV drugs 
that patients never received 
— and buying hotels, 
helicopters, boats and even 
a water park with their 
spoils. They allegedly fled 
to Cuba, where authorities 
believe they remain. 
A new joint effort 
by HHS and the 
Department of Justice 
enables law enforcement 
to view Medicare claims 
in real time and flag 
suspicious patterns. 

More stringent screening 
methods, including more 
comprehensive background 
checks, have also been put 
in place. The agency gets 
roughly 18,000 applications 
daily to become a Medicare 
provider. Now they can 
put a moratorium on new 
applications in certain 
areas, like physical therapy, 
if they notice a spike 
in fraudulent activities. 
The changes are paying off. 
Investigators visited 

1,600 providers in Miami 
in the past few months,

making sure legitimate 
businesses were operating 
at the addresses. In 2008, 
authorities required 

all medical equipment 
providers in Miami to 
apply for new certification, 
hoping the paper hurdle 
would deter scammers.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Just as BP stopped oil from 
flowing into the Gulf of 
Mexico, the company faces 
unwelcome attention from 
the U.S. Congress on another 
issue: whether it sought the 
release of convicted Lockerbie 
bomber Abdel Baset al- 
Megrahi to help get a $900 
million exploration agreement 
with Libya off the ground. 
Soon after his release last 
year, BP acknowledged that it 
urged the British government 
to sign a prisoner transfer 
agreement with Libya, but 
stressed it did not specify al- 
Megrahi’s case. It reiterated 
that stance this week when 
four U.S. Democratic senators 
asked the State Department 
to investigate whether there 
was a quid pro quo for the 
Lockerbie bomber’s release. 
“The evidence here may be 
circumstantial but if I were 
a prosecutor, I’d love to take 
this case to a jury,” said Sen. 
Charles Schumer, one of 
the four lawmakers. While 
the State Department was 
noncommittal, the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
announced this week it would a 
hearing on the case this month. 
Al-Megrahi served eight years 
of a life sentence for the Dec. 
21, 1988, bombing of the Pan 
Am Flight 103 over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, killing 270 people, 
most of them American. 
Last August, Scotland’s 
government released him 
on compassionate grounds 
and he returned to Libya. 
As outrage swirled on both 
sides of the Atlantic, then- 
British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown denied giving 
any assurances to Libya’s 
leaders that the bomber would 
be freed in exchange for oil 


contracts. BP acknowledged 
in a statement at the time that 
it “did bring to the attention 
of the U.K. government 
in late 2007 our concerns 
about the slow progress in 
concluding a prisoner transfer 
agreement with Libya. 
Like many others, we were 
aware that delay might have 
negative consequences for 
U.K. commercial interests, 
including ratification of BP’s 
exploration agreement.” 
“We were not talking about 
the al-Megrahi case because 
we were fully aware that this 
was solely a matter for the 
Scottish Executive and not 
the U.K. authorities,” BP said. 
Kenny MacAskill, the 
Scottish justice secretary who 
freed al-Megrahi, said Friday 
he had no contact with BP as 
he decided the Libyan’s fate. 
“We had no communication 
from the oil company 
and we had no support or 
assistance from the British 
Government,” he said. 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton discussed 
the matter Friday with British 
Foreign Secretary William 
Hague and informed him 
of congressional interest in 
the circumstances regarding 
al-Megrahi’s release and 
a possible BP connection. 
“Foreign Secretary Hague 
offered to communicate 
directly with the Hill and 
the secretary agreed that 
was a good idea,” said State 
Department spokesman 
PJ. Crowley “She said 
that this was an important 
issue in the Congress and 
recognizing that fact, the 
foreign secretary made a 
good faith offer to provide 
perspective on the decision to 
release Megrahi, which they 
both agreed was an error.” 
In May 2007, BP inked the 


exploration deal with the 
Libya Investment Corp., 
with Britain’s then-Prime 
Minister Tony Blair on 
hand to hail the deal as a 
sign of improved relations 
between the two countries. 
“A few years back, Britain and 
Libya could never have had 
this relationship,” Blair said 
following a two-hour meeting 
with Libyan leader Moammar 
Gadhafi in a tent. “This is a 
change of benefit to Libya and 
Britain and the wider region.” 
That same month, Britain and 
Libya signed a memorandum 
of understanding that they 
would negotiate agreements 
on extradition, mutual 
legal assistance, civil and 
commercial law as well as 
prisoner transfer. The prisoner 
exchange agreement was 
signed on Nov. 17, 2008, 
and ratified by Britain’s 
Parliament last year, 
transfer deal was part of 
broader diplomatic effort 
aimed at drawing Libya 
away from its support 
for terrorist groups and 
dismantling the North African 
nation’s worrisome nuclear 
program. They have also 
insisted that the prisoner- 
swap was not specifically 
aimed at al-Megrahi. 
Whether or not BP’s 
lobbying played a decisive 
role in the prison transfer 
negotiations is not clear from 
the dozen or so pages of 
government correspondence 
released last year. 
In July 2007 Britain’s justice 
secretary at the time, Jack 
Straw, was discussing how to 
make sure al-Megrahi stayed 
behind bars. Around the time 
BP stepped in, Straw wrote 
to his Scottish counterpart, 
MacAskill, to say that he 
had not been able to secure 
an exclusion for al-Megrahi. 















Cont. from front page 
garage, Hackensack fire 
Lt. Stephen Lindner said. 
They could not determine 
the victim’s condition. 
Crews were clearing debris 
and shoring up the structure 
before they could attempt 
to rescue the victim. 
“We are absolutely making 
progress” in getting to 
the victim, Lindner said. 
“We have engineers on 
the scene, but right now 
it looks like the building 
is structurally sound.” 
Authorities were checking 
out whether another person 
might also be trapped, 
Lindner said. Surveillance 
cameras detected a car 
in motion on the lowest 
level of the garage around 
the time of the collapse, 
but authorities weren’t 
sure whether the driver 
made it out, he said. 
The garage pancaked 
when the canopy fell on it, 
damaging vehicles. The top 
of the garage, level with the 
street, was littered with dirt, 


debris and glass, and the 
pavement split into chunks. 
Rachel LaValle, 26, said 
she was driving out of the 
garage and had reached 
the street level when she 
noticed a cloud of thick 
white dust. Mistaking it 
for smoke, she got out of 
her car to check for a fire. 
Then, seeing through the 
dust to the part of the garage 
that had collapsed, she got 
back in her car, shifted it 
into reverse, parked and 
ran out of the garage. 
She saw water spilling 
out of pipes and a big 
hole where part of the 
garage had once stood. 
“There was still dirt coming 
down at me,” she said. 
It’s unclear why the canopy 
fell from the 22-year-old 
building, which is adjacent 
to the garage. Several 
residents said workers had 
uprooted a tree between 
the street and the building 
within the past few months, 
and that a leak in the 
basement was being fixed. 
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Resident Chris Baldo 
was in his first-floor unit 
when he felt the building 
shake. He looked out his 
window and the garage 
“was just gone,” he said. 
Irene Casapulla, who 

lives on the second floor, 
said she heard “a bunch 
of thumping, and all 
of a sudden it sounded 
like an earthquake.” 

All residents were 

evacuated as a precaution 
and weren’t expected to 
be allowed to return before 
Sunday at the earliest, 
Lindner said. Some were 
briefly let back in to retrieve 
pets and medications. 
Residents in surrounding 
buildings were allowed to 
stay in their apartments but 
prohibited from driving in 
the area; emergency crews 
worried vibrations could 
cause further damage. 
One firefighter was 
wheeling a luggage cart 
stacked with cases of water 
for emergency workers 
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out in the 90-degree heat. 
Tax records show 
the condo tower was 
built in 1988. Equity 
Residential Properties 
of Chicago bought it in 
1998 for $36.3 million. 
Marty McKenna, a 
spokesman for Equity 
Residential, said the 
building owner did not 
have much information 
yet about what happened. 
“We’re trying to let 
the fire department do 
what they do,” he said. 
Jon Morrison, a structural 
engineer at CVM Engineers 
in Pennsylvania, saw video 
of the collapse on the news. 
He said the video made 
him wonder if one of the 
main columns supporting 
the structure may have 
failed first, rather 
than the glass canopy. 
He said recent heavy 
rains could have weighed 
down the landscaping 
on the ground level, and 
that the foundation could

have been undermined. 
Once a column goes, he 
said, it would be easy for 
parking decks to collapse.

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Sunni group claims Iran masque blast killing 27

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — 
A Sunni insurgent group 
said it carried out a double 
suicide bombing against a 
Shiite mosque in southeast 
Iran to avenge the execution 
of its leader, as Iranian 
authorities Friday said the 
death toll rose to 27 people, 
including members of the 
elite Revolutionary Guard. 
The insurgent group, 
Jundallah, has repeatedly 
succeeded in carrying 
out deadly strikes on the 
Guard, the country’s most 
powerful military force 
— including an October 
suicide bombing that killed 
more than 40 people. The 
new attack was a sign that 
the group is still able to carry 
out devastating bombings 
even after Iran hanged its 
leader Abdulmalik Rigi and 
his brother earlier this year. 
Shiite worshippers were 
attending ceremonies 
marking the birthday of 
the Prophet Muhammad’s 


grandson, Hussein, when 
the first blast went off 
at the entrance of the 
mosque in the provincial 
capital Zahedan. The male 
bomber was disguised as 
a woman, local lawmaker 
Hossein Ali Shahriari told 
the ISNA news agency. 
Inside the mosque, a cleric 
was reading from the 
Quran in front of lines of 
faithful sitting cross-legged 
on the floor when the 
building suddenly shook 
from the blast and screams 
were heard from outside, 
according to footage 
taken at the time and 
aired on Iranian state TV. 
As people rushed to help, 
the second explosion 
detonated 20 minutes later, 
causing the majority of 
the deaths and injuries, 
ISNA reported. The 
technique is often used 
by Sunni militants in Iraq 
to maximize casualties. 
Members of the Guard were 
among the worshippers, 
particularly because the 
ceremonies coincided 


Revolutionary Guard Day. 
The deputy interior minister, 
Ali Abdollahi, told the Fars 
news agency Thursday that 
several Guard members 
were among the dead. 


Australian PM poised to 
announce August elections

CANBERRA, Australia 
(AP) — Australia’s Prime 
Minister Julia Gillard 
visited the country’s 
governor general Saturday, 
a procedural step 
toward calling a general 
election for late August. 


Gillard — who grabbed 
power in a surprise ruling 
party coup three weeks 
ago — must defend her 
first-term government’s 
massive spending at the 
polls, expected to be held 
on Aug. 21 or Aug. 28. 
Gillard was seen Saturday 
driving through the gates 
of the official residence 
of Governor-General 
Quentin Bryce, who is 
responsible for authorizing 
the election on the date the 
prime minister chooses. 
Gillard’s office would not 
comment before she makes 
an announcement at a press 
conference later Saturday. 
Opinion polls point to her 
ruling Labor Party winning 


a second three-year term, 
but analysts expect a tight 
contest against a resurgent 
conservative opposition 
led by Tony Abbott. 
Gillard was former Prime 
Minister Kevin Rudd’s 
deputy. Rudd became a 
Labor Party hero when he 
led it to a crushing election 
victory in November 2007 
after 11 years in opposition. 
He remained one of 
the most popular prime 
ministers in modem 
Australian history until he 
made a series of unpopular 
political moves earlier this 
year, including shelving a 
key pledge to make major 
industries pay for the 
carbon gas that they emit.

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Thousands evacuated as 
typhoon hits southern China

BEIJING (AP) — A typhoon 
that left a trail of destruction 
and deaths in the Philippines 
hit southern China late 
Friday as emergency workers 
prepared for torrential rains 
and lashing winds, flights 
and ferries were canceled 
and tens of thousands of 
residents were evacuated. 
Typhoon Conson had 
weakened to a tropical 
storm after blowing out of 
the Philippines, where 39 
people were dead and the 
number of missing climbed 
to 84. But it restrengthened 
to a typhoon with winds of 
up to 78 miles per hour (126 
kilometers per hour) and hit 
the city of Sanya on Hainan 
island at 7:50 p.m. local time 
Friday, China’s National 
Meteorological Center said. 
The center’s website provided 
no other details. XinhuaNews 
Agency reported one death 
from the storm later Friday: 
a motorcyclist who was 
struck by a falling billboard. 
Heavy rain fell on Hainan as 
the typhoon approached and 
conditions were dark and 
windy, said a receptionist 


who answered the phone 
at the Mandarin Oriental 
in the city of Sanya. 
“If the wind starts to pick 
up, it may uproot some of 
the smaller trees. We are 
recommending to guests 
that they stay indoors,” 
said the woman, who 
would not give her name. 
Authorities dispatched relief 
workers in preparation for the 
storm and ordered thousands 
of boats to dock. More 
than 150 passengers were 
stranded at a port after ferry 
services were suspended, 
Xinhua said. Twenty-eight 
flights were also canceled. 
“Even though typhoons are 
common in our region, we 
are still taking precautionary 
safety measures,” said an 
official at the provincial 
meteorological bureau 

who refused to give her 
name as is common among 
Chinese bureaucrats. 

In addition to Hainan, parts 
of Guangdong province 
and neighboring Guangxi 
region will see torrential 
rains over the next 24 hours 
as Conson moves toward the 
northwest at 9 to 13 mph. 
Nearly 40,000 people in 


Hainan and more than 
20,000 people in Guangdong 
were evacuated from areas 
in the projected path of 
the typhoon, Xinhua said. 
The storm should continue 
its northwest path inland 
over the weekend, heading 
toward southwest China 
and northern Vietnam. 
Vietnamese Prime Minister 
Nguyen Tan Dung urged 
authorities in 23 northern 
and central provinces on 
Friday to ban ships and 
fishing trawlers from sailing. 
He also ordered local 
governments to evacuate 
people from high-risk areas 
and to advise others to 
stockpile food and medicine. 
Philippine President Benigno 
Aquino III, in a nationally 
televised emergency 

meeting, scolded the 
weather bureau for failing 
to predict that Conson 
would hit Manila, which 
left government agencies 
unprepared for the onslaught. 
At least 39 people died in 
the Philippines, including 
14 fishermen whose bodies 
were recovered by the navy, 
coast guard and policemen 
in Bataan province, west 


of Manila, on Thursday. 
Nine died when a wayward 
oil barge slammed into 
their boats, which were 
moored near Mariveles 
town, the coast guard said. 
Five others were found 
at sea off Bataan, 
where their boats sank. 
The number of missing 
soared as emergency crews 
restored electricity and fixed 
communication problems 
between Manila and nearby 
provinces on Luzon island, the 
national disaster agency said. 
Many parts of China have 
been pounded by storms 
this summer, though areas 
expected to be hit by Conson 
had not been seriously 


affected so far. Flooding 
and subsequent landslides 
in communities along the 
Yangtze River and other 
scattered parts of China have 
killed 135 people so far this 
month, the Ministry of Civil 
Affairs said. Direct economic 
losses in July reached 26 
billion yuan ($3.8 billion). 
Conson was not expected to 
hit the areas in China already 
battered by weeks of flooding. 
In Japan, police said 
landslides caused by 
heavy rains killed two 
people in Hiroshima while 
another was swept away 
in a swollen river. Eight 
people were missing across 
western and central Japan. 
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28 killed In hotel fire In Iraq’s Kurdish region

BAGHDAD (AP) — A 
fierce blaze at a hotel without 
fire escapes sent some 
desperate guests plunging 
to their deaths in a northern 
Iraqi oil boomtown, 
killing 28 people. 
Half of those killed were 
foreigners, a reflection of 
the thousands of migrants 
who have flooded the 
Kurdish region in northern 
Iraq in recent years in search 
of economic opportunities. 
Kurdistan, which has been 
spared the brunt of violence 
in Iraq, has prospered 
even as the rest of the 
country remains mired 
in sectarian bloodshed 
and political woes that 
have slowed investment. 
The fire began late 
Thursday night in the 
city of Sulaimaniyah and 
lasted well into Friday 
morning as firefighters 
battled the deadly blaze 


in the five-story Soma 
Hotel for nearly five hours. 
Witnesses described a 
chaotic scene in which 
smoke filled the hallways 
and billowed out of the 
windows, forcing some 
hotel guests to jump from the 
upper floors in a desperate 
attempt to avoid the flames. 
One man who was visiting 
friends at the hotel, 
Mariwan Asaad, described 
seeing flames and smoke 
filling the corridors on the 
third floor, forcing him to 
stumble blindly in search 
of a way out. Through 
the open doorway of 
one room he saw a man 
lying on the floor, dead 
from smoke inhalation. 
“I entered the room and 
threw myself from the 
window. I broke my legs. 
The pain was so great 
that I lost consciousness. 
I found myself in the 
hospital,” he said, speaking 
just before going into the 
operating room for surgery. 


The owner of another hotel 
next door said the fire 
reached his building but 
his hotel workers managed 
to douse the flames. 
“Thick smoke was going out 
from all the hotel windows. 
I saw at least three people 
jumping from the fifth 
story,” Hawri Hassan said. 
Most of the victims died 
from smoke inhalation, 
and the lack of fire 
escapes contributed to 
the high death toll, said 
the head of the city’s fire 
department, Brig. Yadgar 
Mohammed Mustafa. 
Kurdish Prime Minster 
Barham Saleh, in footage 
aired by the Arabic- 
language Al-Jazeera 

TV station, said he had 
ordered an investigation 
into the blaze, saying he 
wanted to know why there 
were no safety measures. 
Authorities said the dead 
included people from 
Cambodia, Bangladesh, 
Canada, Australia, Ecuador, 
South Africa, Britain, 
Lebanon, Venezuela, Sri 
Lanka and one person 
who was believed to 
be a foreigner but did 
not have identification. 
The chief of police, Brig. 
Gen. Najim-al-Din Qadir, 
said 28 people — including 
14 foreigners—were killed 
in the blaze, which was 
sparked by an electrical 


short. The top health 
official in Sulaimaniyah, 
Rekwt Mohammed, 

confirmed the toll, adding 
that one of the dead 
was a pregnant woman. 
Some of the dead were 
working for foreign oil 
companies, according 
to the police chief. 
A number of such oil 
companies operate 

in the Kurdish north, 
which sits atop about 40 
percent of Iraq’s total 
115 billion barrels of 
proven crude oil reserves. 
A Dubai-based company, 
Terraseis, which conducts 
geological surveys for the 
oil industry, said some of 
its employees were staying 
at the hotel. The company 
said it was still working 
to confirm details of what 
happened and could not 
provide information about 
the identities or nationalities 
of its workers staying there. 
Despite Iraq’s instability 
and struggling economy, 
the country — especially 
the three provinces that 
make up the Kurdish region 
— is still a destination for 
migrant workers, mostly 
from Asia and Africa, said 
Jean-Philippe Chauzy, a 
spokesman for the Geneva- 
based International 

Organization for Migration. 
While the rest of Iraq has 
been plagued by violence 


since the 2003 U.S.-led 
invasion, the Kurdish 
region has enjoyed relative 
stability, benefitting from 
a construction boom 
that has seen investors 
throw up houses, hotels 
and office buildings. 
The growth and stability 
in the region have also 
spurred a growing number 
of airlines to fly into the 
Kurdish region, some from 
as far away as Austria. 
Waleed Mohammed, 
marketing manager in 
Sulamaniyah for Lafarge 
SA, the world’s largest 
cement maker, said some 
Kurdish businessmen who 
had worked in Europe 
or the Gulf states were 
bringing in workers from 
countries such as India or 
Bangladesh, in part because 
they were better trained 
than Kurdish workers. 
However, the lack of fire 
escapes at the building 
raises questions about the 
Kurdish building boom 
and whether comers 
are being cut in pursuit 
of economic growth. 
“There is too much building 
going on in Sulamaniyah 
without enough 

government oversight,” 
said one builder in the city, 
Arass Karim Wali. “Most 
of them have no safety 
regulations, especially in 
the hotels and the markets.”

Kenyan police arrest suspect

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) 
— Police have arrested 
a suspect in connection 
with the Uganda bomb 
attacks that killed 76 
people watching the 
World Cup final on 
television, an official said. 
The man was arrested 
at a police checkpoint 
Wednesday near the 


Kenya-Somalia border 
with a satellite phone 
and digital camera, 
Northeastern Provincial 
Commissioner James ole 
Seriani said on Friday. 
Police say the man said 
he supported Somalia’s 
al-Qaida linked group, 
al-Shabab, despite his 
claim to be a member of 
the Ugandan army. Police 
officers are interrogating 
the man to determine his 
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the commander of the regional 
military zone, told reporters 
that up to 22 pounds (10 
kilograms) of explosives might 
have been used, although 
investigators were still trying 
to determine what type. 
He said the bomb might 
have been detonated 
remotely with a cell phone, 
adding that burned batteries 
connecting to a mobile phone 
were found at the scene. 
“From what distance? 
We don’t know. But we 
think it was a distance that 
allowed (the assailants) 
to watch the area, waiting 
for the police to get out of 
their vehicle,” Zarate said. 
The car bomb demonstrates 
the growing boldness and 
military sophistication of 
Mexico’s drug traffickers, who 
have dramatically stepped up 
attacks against security forces 
and government officials since 
President Felipe Calderon 
deployed thousands of troops 
and federal police to crush the 
cartels in their strongholds. 
“We have to change the 
way we operate,” Reyes 
said. “We’ve started 
changing all our protocols, 
to include bomb situations.”

and the Mexican Army in 
Nuevo Laredo. We have 
credible reports of grenades 
being used,” the consulate 
said in a statement. “We 
advise all U.S. citizens in 
Nuevo Laredo to remain 
indoors until the security 
situation improves.” 

Army officials reached by 
phone in Nuevo Laredo 
declined to comment. 
Roadblocks have been 
another tactic to recently 
emerge in Mexico’s 
drug war. Gangs in the 
neighboring northeastern 
states of Nuevo Leon and 
Tamaulipas, where Nuevo 
Laredo is located, have 
thrown up the blockades 
to impede soldiers from 
coming to the aid of 
colleagues under attack. 
Drug gangs have previously 
attacked Mexican soldiers 
and police with grenades 
and powerful rifles, 
and there had long been 
fears they might turn 
to bombings. Soldiers 
have seized homemade 
explosives from gang 
vehicles after gunbattles, 
and assailants have 
stolen explosive material 
from transport vehicles. 
Federal police said the 
attack was in retaliation 
for the arrest of a top 
leader of the La Linea 
drug gang, Jesus Acosta 
Guerrero, earlier in the day. 
Police said Acosta Guerrero, 
35, was the “operations 
leader” of La Linea, which 
works for the Juarez drug 
cartel. He was responsible 
for at least 25 killings, 
mainly of rival gang 
members, and also ordered 
attacks on police, a federal 
police statement said. 
The Juarez cartel 
apparently claimed credit 
for the attack in the graffiti 
message, which accused 
federal police of supporting 
the rival Sinaloa cartel, 
led by Mexico’s most- 
wanted kingpin, Joaquin 
“El Chapo” Guzman. 
“What happened... is going 
to keep happening against 
all the authorities that keep 
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supporting ‘El Chapo,’” 
the message read. “We 
have more car bombs.” 
Calderon’s government 
has long face allegations 
that his government does 
not pursue the Sinaloa 
cartel as aggressively as 
other gangs, accusations 
he vehemently denies. 
What appeared to be the 
charred bottom half of the 
explosives-rigged car still 
lay at the scene of the attack 
Friday. The debris from the 
blast was spread out over 
a 300-yard (300-meter) 
radius. The explosion also 
blew out the windows of a 
nearby home and blackened 
the comer of the building 
nearest to the crash. 
“Thank God we weren’t 
home,” said a woman 
who lives in the damaged 
house. She refused to 
give her name, citing 
safety concerns, before 
driving away from 
the scene Thursday. 
Although the car bomb 
was a new tactic, it was far 
from the deadliest attack on 
Mexico’s security forces. 
Last month, a carefully 
planned ambush killed 12 
federal police officers in the 
western state of Michoacan. 
And a week before July 4 
local and state elections, 
suspected cartel members 
ambushed and killed the 
leading candidate for 
governor of Tamaulipas. 
Calderon called the 
assassination — which 
followed a series of 
attacks and threats against 
candidates throughout the 
campaign — evidence that 
drug cartels were trying to 
control Mexican politics 
through intimidation. 
On Wednesday, gunmen 
killed the nephew of 
the governor-elect of 
Chihuahua, the state where 
Ciudad Juarez is located, 
although it was unclear 
who was behind the attack. 
Mario Medina, nephew of 
Cesar Duarte, was shot in 
the back as he tried to escape 
from would-be kidnappers 
in the state capital, also 
named Chihuahua.

The slow global economic 
recovery and sharp cuts to 
national defense budgets are 
expected to blow a chill wind 
through theFarnborough In¬ 
ternational Airshow next 
week.

More than 1,000 exhibitors 
from 38 countries have signed 
up to take part in the week- 
long event showcasing both 
commercial and defense air¬ 
craft. Delegations from Eg- 
pyt, Taiwan and Morocco will 
be attending for the first time, 
while organizers also cited 
stronger interest from major 
players China and Russia. 
Analysts expect the event 
to be more upbeat than last 
year’s sister show in Le Bour- 
get outside Paris as the global 
economy staggers back to 
its feet, but they aren’t hold¬ 
ing their breath for orders 
anywhere near the record- 
breaking $88.7 billion worth 
announced in Farnborough in 
2008. 

“The show is a little too soon 
to see a huge rise of orders, 
but there’ll probably be more 
than Paris,” said Forecast In¬ 
ternational analyst Raymond 
Jaworowski. “We should start 
to see orders accelerate late 
this year.” 

Boeing, which suffered a set¬ 
back on the eve of the show 
by revealing that delivery of 
the already long-delayed 787 
may be set back yet again, this 
week predicted that the global 


airline industry will need $3.6 
trillion in new aircraft over 
the next 20 years. 

The Geneva-based Interna¬ 
tional Air Transport Associa¬ 
tion has forecast that global 
industry profits will reach 
$2.5 billion this year, an up¬ 
turn from the huge $9.4 bil¬ 
lion loss in 2009. 

Analysts expect Asia and 
North America to lead the 
recovery, with Europe lag¬ 
ging behind. Strikes at some 
airlines, the debt crisis and 
the volcanic ash cloud that 
caused major disruptions this 
spring are all hurting Europe’s 
recovery. 

Analysts are instead expect¬ 
ing Middle Eastern and Asian 
buyers to put up some money. 
Emirates airline, the largest in 
the Gulf states, has indicated 
it would announce new orders 
at Farnborough after surpris¬ 
ing many with a repeat or¬ 
der last month for 32 Airbus 
A380 superjumbos. There is 
also an expectation that Qa- 
tarAirways will sign a deal to 
equip a new low-cost carrier 
in the region. 

But Boeing this week down¬ 
played the likelihood of big 
deals at Farnborough, stress¬ 
ing it didn’t save up orders for 
international shows — a dig 
at major rival Airbus’ tenden¬ 
cy in recent years to announce 
a block of attention-grabbing 
announcements at Farnbor¬ 


ough and Le Bourget. 

“At the end of the day, what 
matters is where we are at the 
end of the year, or over the 
longer term,” saidRandy Tins- 
eth, Commercial Airplanes 
vice president for marketing. 
Potentially of more interest to 
industry watchers who use the 
biennial event to gauge the 
industry mood are the emerg¬ 
ing signs that the old duopoly 
of Chicago-based Boeing and 
EADS-owned Airbus in the 
commercial plane making 
market is on the wane, partic¬ 
ularly in the lucrative single¬ 
aisle, narrow-body sector. 
Boeing and Airbus currently 
account for more than two 
thirds of output and 40 per¬ 
cent of sales in the sector, but 
smaller rivals are stepping up 
— Canada’s Bombardier Inc. 
picked up a strong 80-plane 
order earlier this year from 
Republic Airways Holding 
Inc. for its C-Series. 

“The win at Republic is a 
wake up call for Airbus and 
Boeing,” said Adam Pilarski, 
an aviation economist with 
Washington, D.C.-based con¬ 
sulting firm Avitas. “They 
thought the C-Series would 
sell to regional airlines but 
they sold to full service (air¬ 
lines).” 

Damien Lasou, managing 
director at Accenture’s Aero¬ 
space and Defense Industry 


Group in Paris, said analysts 
would be watching to see 
whether Bombardier devel¬ 
ops the C-Series, which is on 
track for its first delivery in 
2013, into a fully fledged fam¬ 
ily of planes. 

“The aircraft is improving a 
lot of parameters like direct 
maintenance and fuel effi¬ 
ciency, but it’s not with just 
one product you can satisfy 
the big airlines,” he said. 
Bombardier is not the only 
new challenger. China’s state- 
owned Comae and Russia’s 
Irkut will also be briefing po¬ 
tential investors at Farnbor¬ 
ough on aircraft they plan to 
bring to market by 2016. 
Boeing is hoping to retain 
some of the limelight with 
the international debut of the 
fuel-efficient 787. 

The plane, made of light¬ 
weight composite material 
that makes it both cheaper to 
produce and more eco-friend¬ 
ly, is already two years behind 
schedule. Boeing said this 
week that the first delivery of 
the jetliner — scheduled for 
late this year to Japan’s ANA 
— may slip into early 2011 
because of inspections and in¬ 
strument changes. 

On the defense side of the 
show, some of the industry’s 
most lucrative programs are 
being threatened by national 
budget cuts just as economies 


start to improve. 

In the U.S., the world’s big¬ 
gest single defense market, 
the Pentagon is looking to 
trim some $100 billion of sav¬ 
ings from personnel and pro¬ 
curement over the next five 
years. In Britain, Europe’s 
largest market, the govern¬ 
ment is considering cuts of up 
to 20 percent. 

Lasou said he expects a shift 
into services by many defense 
and aerospace companies as 
they look to new avenues to 
turn a profit. Leasing the use 
of weapons systems, rather 
than buying them outright, 
could reduce costs for gov¬ 
ernments while providing 
companies a steady stream of 
revenue, he said. 

Britain has already scaled 
down its order for Airbus’ 
A400M four-propeller mili¬ 
tary transport plane, which 
is expected to be a big draw 
in the daily flying display at 
Farnborough. 

Airbus expects to start deliv¬ 
ering A400Ms sometime after 
December 2012 — around 
four years behind schedule 
and 50 percent over budget 
because of technical glitches. 
The original seven customer 
nations for the aircraft — Bel¬ 
gium, Britain, France, Germa¬ 
ny, Luxembourg, Spain and 
Turkey — agreed with Air¬ 
bus’ parent European Aero¬ 
nautic Defence & Space Co. 
in March to spend an addi¬ 
tional euro3.5 billion to save 
the project after months of 
bickering about who should 
pay for cost overruns. 
Analysts will also be watch¬ 
ing for developments in the 
bitter Boeing-Airbus battle to 
win a $35 billion contest to 
provide aerial tankers to the 
U.S. Air Force — the World 
Trade Organization ruled ear¬ 
lier this month that European 
governments gave Airbus il¬ 
legal subsidies for the project. 




































Bolt wins 100 meters at Paris Diamond league

SAINT-DENIS, France 
(AP) — Olympic and 
World champion Usain Bolt 
recovered from a poor start 
to win the 100 meters at the 
Paris Diamond League meet 
in 9.84 seconds on Friday. 


Bolt set a new meet record 
and beat fellow Jamaican 
Asafa Powell, who finished 
second in 9.91. Another 
Jamaican sprinter, Yohan 
Blake, was third in 9.95. 
“It wasn’t the best race 
I’ve ever had in my life,” 
said Bolt, who returned to 


competition in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, on July 9 
following an Achilles injury. 
“My first part was awful. 
At the 50 meters, I thought 
he (Asafa) had me. I had 
to work a little bit harder 
to get back in the race.” 
Bolt, the world record holder 
in the 100 and 200, pulled 
away in the final meters 
to stay unbeaten at 100 
for 14 consecutive finals. 
“It’s all about determination,” 
he said. “I want to be the best, 
to stay on top. When you run 
against the best, it always 
pushes you to do your best all 
the time. I’m happy, I escaped 
injuries and I won the race.” 
Bolt and Powell, who 

share the fastest time 

this year at 9.82 seconds, 
metforthe firsttime this season. 
Powell is the last man to 
have beaten Bolt in the 100, 
two years ago in Stockholm. 
American David Oliver 
posted the fastest time 

this year in the 110-meter 
hurdles, clocking 12.89 
seconds, just 0.02 short of 
Dayron Robles’ world record. 
It was enough, though, to take 
the American national record 


outright from Dominique 
Arnold, who ran 12.90 in 
2006. Oliver had equaled that 
mark at the Prefontaine Classic 
in Oregon two weeks ago. 
Under perfect weather 
conditions, with mild 

temperature and a slight 
tail wind, Oliver enjoyed 
a strong start and pulled 
away to win ahead of fellow 
American Ryan Wilson, 
who finished in 13.12. 
Another American 

sprinter, Ronnie Ashe, 
was third in 13.21. 

“The run overall was OK,” 
Oliver told reporters. 
“I hit a few hurdles. I 
sat down on one of the 

hurdles, my hips dropped, 
that’s a waste of time.” 
He insisted he didn’t regret 
missing the world record 

so narrowly. “You can’t be 
frustrated,” he said. “I’m 
winning, man. That’s the most 
important thing — you’re 
never frustrated when you win. 
“I won Paris, I get four more 
Diamond League points. 
I want to be the Diamond 
League champion, that helps 
my goal. I just want to win. 
If you don’t win, you can’t 
be great. I want to be great.” 
Robles, the defending 
Olympic champion and 
world record holder in 
the 110-meter hurdles, 
pulled out of the meeting 
because of leg problems. 
The powerfully built Oliver 
had already clocked the 
previous season’s best time, 
of 12.90, at the Prefontaine 
Classic in Eugene, Oregon. 
No world record has 
ever been set on the fast 
Stade de France track. 
American Jeremy Wariner 
extended his unbeaten record 
in the Diamond League 
this season to four races, 
setting a season best of 44.49 
seconds in the 400 meters. 
“It feels great. I’m getting 
back to where I was a few 
years ago,” Wariner said. 


“That’s a big confidence 
boost for me right now.” 
The 2004 Olympic champion, 
who underwent knee surgery 
last September, easily won 
ahead of Jermaine Gonzales 
of Jamaica, who finished in 
44.63 to beat his personal 
best. Belgium Jonathan 
Borlee was third with 44.77. 
Wariner, who is hoping he 
will be able to run under 
44 seconds before the end 
of the season, had set the 
previous season best of 
44.57 last week in Lausanne. 
“I’m two months behind 
schedule in training 
because of the injuries 
I’ve had early on,” he said. 
“For me, to come out here and 
still win four Diamond League 
races and have the world¬ 
leading time, that’s a great 
confidence thing for me.” 
Olympic champion Brimin 
Kipruto beat the previous 
season best he set in Lausanne, 
winning the 3,000 meters 
steeple in 8:00.90 seconds, 
while Abubaker Kaki of 
Sudan won the 800 in 1:43.50 
ahead of world champion 
Mbulaeni Mulaudzi, 

who clocked 1:44.11. 
“Good weather, good 
pace, my personal best,” 
Kipruto said. “You 
can’t ask for more.” 
After taking the US 100 
meters title and the 400 in 
Eugene, American Allyson 
Felix won the 200 meters 
in 22.14 ahead of fellow 
American Shalonda Solomon, 
who finished in 22.55. 
“It’s a decent time, but I 
wanted to go a little bit 
faster,” Felix said. “But 
without Veronica Campbell- 
Brown in the race, it’s 
always hard to push myself.” 
Kenyan Vivian Cheruiyot 
won in 14:27.41, a world lead 
this season and a meet record. 
She won ahead of Sentayehu 
Ejigu of Ethiopia and double 
Olympic silver medalist 
Elvan Abeylegasse of Turkey.

MENDE, France (AP) 
— Joaquin Rodriguez 
of Spain won a hilly 
12th stage of the Tour de 
France on Friday, leading 
a two-man sprint finish 
with Alberto Contador — 
who gained 10 precious 
seconds in the title quest. 
Contador, the defending 
champion, and 

Rodriguez burst out of 
the pack in a steep final 
climb, dusting race leader 
Andy Schleck and the rest 
of the pack and overtaking 
several breakaway riders. 
Rodriguez, a 10-year 
veteran on the Katusha 
team riding in his first Tour, 
out-sprinted Contador in 
the last few hundred meters 
of the 131 -mile course from 
Bourg-de-Peage to Mende. 
Rodriguez stretched out 
his arms, looked back and 
smiled as he nosed Contador 
at the line — clocking 
4 hours, 58 minutes, 
26 seconds. Contador’s 
Astana teammate 

Alexandre Vinokourov 
was third, 4 seconds back. 
“I knew to anticipate, 
and I knew it was going 
to be difficult,” said 
Rodriguez, who won the 
Volta of Catalunya in April. 
“I did it perfectly. I knew I’d 
be able to resist Alberto.” 


Rodriguez said he had 
ridden well in the Tours 
of Italy and Spain in the 
past, but “I just needed 
to win in the best race in 
the world” — referring 
to the Tour de France. 
Contador finished 10 
seconds ahead of Schleck, 
who was fifth, and 
reduced his deficit to the 
Saxo Bank team leader 
from Luxembourg to 31 
seconds. Samuel Sanchez 
of Spain was third overall, 
2:45 back, after 
crossing alongside 

Schleck in sixth place. 
The finish was destined 
for drama. In the final 
kilometers, the pack scaled 
the La Croix Neuve pass — 
featuring nearly 1.2 miles 
at an average gradient 
of more than 10 percent. 
Vinokourov and three other 
breakaway riders were the 
first at the foot of the climb. 
At first he and Belarus 
rider Vasil Kiryienko 
slugged it out alone and the 
Kazakh star rode out alone. 
But with fewer than 
2 kilometers to go, 
Contador caught Schleck 
off-guard by racing out 
wide in the climb and 
mustering a burst of speed. 
As the Spaniard rose 
up out of his saddle, his 
bike wagging side to 
side, Schleck couldn’t 


or wouldn’t lay chase 
— and kept seated 
in a steady rhythm. 
The two Spaniards then 
overtook Vinokourov, who 
is riding in his first Tour 
after serving out a doping 
ban. The Kazakh rider was 
kicked out of the 2007 
Tour for blood doping. 
Schleck sensed he wouldn’t 
keep up with Contador. 
“I knew this was going to 
be a really tough climb,” 
he said of La Croix Neuve. 
“I don’t like this climb, it 
doesn’t fit me. It’s short and 
steep and you have to be 
explosive — not right for 
the kind of rider that I am. 
“I’m happy I lost only 10 
seconds in the end,” said 
Schleck. “I was not so 
surprised I couldn’t stay 
with him in this climb.” 
Contador, too, 

thought he would have 
gained more time. 
“I like this climb a lot. I 
felt good. I attacked too 
late, and I didn’t know 


what state Andy was 
in,” he said. “I was able 
to get a few seconds, 
it’s good — it shows 
’m in form. 

“It’s always good to 
reduce the deficit, but it 
would’ve been better to 
get more than 10 seconds.” 
Seven-time champion 
Lance Armstrong, who 
has ruled himself out of 
contention in his final 


Tour, lost time to the leader 
for a third straight day — 
crossing in 57th place, 
3:35 back of Rodriguez. 
He’s 32nd overall, 

21:16 behind Schleck. 
Tour organizers said U.S. 
sprint specialist Tyler Farrar 
of the Garmin-Transitions 
team dropped out of the 
race during Friday’s stage.

The 21-year-old hotshot from 
Northern Ireland went from 
the lowest score ever in a 
major championship to an 
8-over 80. No other player has 
ever taken a bigger tumble 
after shooting 63 in one of 
golf’s biggest events. It left 
him with an 11-shot deficit 
heading to the weekend. 
Despite sunny skies mixed 
with puffy white clouds, 
officials decided the Old 
Course was unplayable 
because the wind was gusting 
to 41 mph, causing balls 
to wobble on some of the 
exposed greens, especially 
those along St. Andrews Bay. 
Second-round play was 
suspended 1 hour, 5 minutes 
at midafternoon, shortly 
after Phil Mickelson 
finished his round in brutally 
tough conditions and 
Tiger Woods had teed off. 
The last 10 groups failed to 
finish, meaning 30 players — 
including England’s Steven 
Tiley, tied for third at 6 under 
— will have to come back at 
6:30 a.m. local time Saturday 
to finish their rounds. 
The last wind delay at 
the British Open was at 
Royal Birkdale in 1998, 
when gusts reached 40 mph, 
forcing a 38-minute stoppage 
during the second round. 
No one seemed more hurt 
by it than Mcllroy, who 
had parred the first three 
holes. After the delay, he 
bogeyed No. 4 — and three 
of the next four holes, as well. 
“It was just very, very 
difficult out there,” Mcllroy 
said. “I just let it get away 
from me a little bit.” 
During the break, players 
returned to their lounge 
near the first tee to wait 


for conditions to calm. 
Caddies sprawled on a 
grassy knoll, munching on 
sandwiches and bananas. 
Some fans claimed a patch 
of ground and caught a nap. 
Oosthuizen (WUHST’-hy- 
zen), a 27-year-old from 
Mossel Bay whose given name 
is Lodewicus Theodorus, shot 
a 5-under 67 for a 12-under 
132 at the midway point 
of the tournament. He was 
done before Mcllroy teed 
off, hoping to put up another 
solid round after tying the 
maj or-championship record 
with a 63 on Thursday. 
Not in these conditions. 
Mark Calcavecchia, trying to 
strike another blow for the 
senior circuit, was closest to 
Oosthuizen among those in 
the clubhouse. The 50-year- 
old American shot a 67 
that left him at 137, with 
Lee Westwood and Paul 
Casey another shot behind. 
Woods held on in wind that 
was gusting more than 30 
mph even after play resumed. 
He bogeyed the first two 
holes, but a fortunate break at 
the par-5 fifth helped him pick 
up his first birdie of the day. 


His second shot was sailing 
right, toward the treacherous 
rough, but the ball struck a golf 
cart loaded with television 
equipment and stopped in the 
short grass. Woods was able to 
get up and down from there, 
leaving him 4 under for the 
tournament as he approached 
the midway point of his round. 
Woods nearly finished with 
a flourish, driving the green 
— the ball skidding about a 
foot wide of the flag — on the 
par-4 18th hole. He missed 
the 20-footer for eagle but 
tapped in for birdie at a 73 
that kept him in contention 
for the weekend, though eight 
strokes behind Oosthuizen. 
“I’m not exactly where I 
want to be,” Woods said. 
“I’m not at 12-under par.” 
Woods is trying to win his third 
straight Open at St. Andrews, 
having romped to victories 
in 2000 and 2005. Before he 
putted out, Tom Watson made 
what was likely his final 
walk over Swilcan Bridge. 
The 60-year-old who nearly 
won last year at Turnberry 
was likely to miss the cut after 
shooting 75, but he paused to 
kiss the famous stone walkway 


and posed atop it long enough 
for everyone to get a picture. 
“When I first played here, 
I didn’t like it,” Watson 
said. “But I learned to like it 
and, eventually, to love it.” 
The weather made it a typical 
British Open roller-coaster of 
a day. The early starters found 
blue skies when they arrived, 
but heavy rains rolled in shortly 
after the start of the round. 
The sun peeked through 
the clouds again, then 
more showers struck 
just before noon. 
“I got up this morning and 
it wasn’t looking real pretty 
at 4:30,” said Calcavecchia, 
who played in the first group. 
“It was actually beautiful 
when we teed off. Then we 
saw a little bit of everything.” 
Oosthuizen wasn’t worried 
about any of that, and 
he was already done 
when the wind started to 
blow around lunchtime. 
“I’m very confident with the 
way I’m playing,” he said. “It’s 
probably the position anyone 
wants to be in playing a major 
on the weekend, and I think 
it’s what we work to achieve, 
and I’m just very happy with 
the two rounds I put together.” 
There was nothing to indicate 
he might contend at golf’s 
oldest major championship. 
He missed the cut this year at 
the Masters and the U. S. Open, 
and did the same at last week’s 
Scottish Open. 

This is only the second time 
he’ll make the cut in nine 
major appearances. The 
other time, at the 2008 PGA 
Championship at Oakland 
Hills, he finished last among 
those playing on the weekend. 
But he did claim his first 
win on the European 
Tour this year, earning a 
spot at Augusta National. 
With the wind at his 
back, Oosthuizen 

went with shorter clubs off 
the tee to keep the dreaded 
pot bunkers out of play. 
He got a bit wild on the back 
nine, starting out birdie- 
bogey-birdie-bogey-birdie 
before he settled down with 
a couple of pars and a 15- 
foot birdie at the final hole 
to leave him with a good 
feeling going to a weekend 
that will be like none he’s 


ever experienced before. 
Oosthuizen strung together 
three birdies in arow beginning 
at the par-5 fifth, where a 
driver and a 4-iron left him 
with a chip that he left 5 feet 
from the flag. Maybe if he’s 
walking up the 18th fairway 
with the claret jug in his 
grasp come Sunday, someone 
will break out the vuvuzelas, 
those South African horns 
that made the World Cup 
sound as though it was under 
attack from swarming bees. 
Until then, he said, 
leave them at home. 
“On the golf course? 
No, not on the golf 
course,” Oosthuizen said. 
Westwood gave no indication 
that he’s bothered by a ruptured 
muscle in his right calf. 
The world’s No. 3 player, 
generally recognized as 
the best player without a 
major title, followed an 
opening 67 with a solid 71. 
Casey managed a 69 despite 
a triple-bogey at No. 17, the 
famed “Road Hole.” A drive 
into the thick rough left of the 
fairway led to big trouble; even 
aiming sideways, he needed 
two whacks to get out, then he 
came up short on the approach 
and two putted for a 7. 
Calcavecchia? Nothing 
new about a senior holding 
lofty status at this event. 
The American will try to 
finish what was started by 
5 3-year-old Greg Norman 
(the 54-hole leader in 2008) 
and Watson (who had a 
potential winning putt on the 
72nd hole last year at age 59). 
Both came up short of 
becoming the oldest major 
champion in golf history, a 
title that still belongs to Julius 
Boros, who was 48 when 
he captured the 1968 PGA. 
“You see a guy like Tom 
Watson last year, almost 
winning when he was almost 
60, and you realize that it 
doesn’t really matter how old 
you are,” said Calcavecchia, 
relishing his best round 
ever at St. Andrews. 
“The old guys can hang 
with the young guys.” 
Mickelson, who made only 
one birdie in his opening round 
of 73, went out with hopes of 
getting back into the mix — or 
at least to avoid going home.

Venezuela’saccusationsthat 
the Dutch Navy violated its 
airspace “have absolutely 
no basis in fact” according 
to the Netherlands ’ outgoing 
Foreign Minister Maxime 
Verhagen.

Chavez orders Bolivar’s tomb exhumed after nearly 2 centuries 


CARACAS, Venezuela 
— Hugo Chavez has opened 
the tomb of his idol Simon 
Bolivar as the Venezuelan 
government investigates the 
president’s suspicions of foul 
play in the South American 
independence hero’s death 
nearly two centuries ago. 
Chavez announced the 
exhumation of Bolivar’s 
remains early Friday on 
Twitter, saying he wept with 
emotion seeing the “glorious 
skeleton” of the man he 
calls the inspiration of his 
Bolivarian Revolution. 

While historians say it’s 
well-established that Bolivar 
died of tuberculosis in 1830, 
Chavez has another theory, 
saying he suspects Bolivar 
was murdered — even though 
he acknowledges it may be 
impossible to prove. 

Attorney General Luisa 
Ortega Diaz said more 
than 50 experts and other 
professionals ranging from 
criminal investigators to 
pathologists have been 
involved in examining the 
remains. 

Shortly after midnight, the first 
tweet from Chavez appeared: 
“What impressive moments 
we have lived tonight!! We 
have seen the remains of the 
Great Bolivar!” 

“Our father who is in the earth, 
the water and the air ... You 
awake every hundred years 
when the people awaken,” 
Chavez said. “I confess that 
we have cried, we have sworn 
allegiance.” 

The president often speaks 
under a portrait of “The 
Liberator” and quotes his 


words. Chavez also renamed 
the country the Bolivarian 
Republic of Venezuela, and 
say he’s creating a socialist 
system based on Bolivar’s 
ideals. 

Chavez first suggested in 
December2007 that Venezuela 
should open Bolivar’s coffin 
to examine the remains, 
saying doubts about the 
causes of his death warrant 
a full investigation. It was 
unclear why the government 
decided to move ahead with 
the investigation now. 

“That glorious skeleton has to 
be Bolivar, because his flame 
can be felt. My God,” Chavez 
said in another tweet. “Bolivar 
lives... We are his flame!” 
Bolivar’s remains have been 
enclosed in a tomb at the 
National Pantheon in Caracas 
since 1876. Foreign leaders 
visiting Chavez often pay 
homage at the tomb with 
flower-laying ceremonies. 
Earlier this month, Chavez 
oversaw another ceremony in 
which the symbolic remains 
of Bolivar’s lover Manuela 
Saenz, credited by some with 
helping him liberate several 
nations from Spanish rule, 
were moved to the National 
Pantheon. 

Saenz died during a diphtheria 
epidemic in 1856. Her body 
was burned and dumped, 
along with those of many 
other victims, in a mass grave 
in Ecuador. At the ceremony 
earlier this month, Chavez and 
Ecuadorean President Rafael 
Correa placed earth gathered 
from the grave where Saenz 
was buried next to Bolivar’s 
tomb.

Dutch-Venezuelan relations in the Caribbean continue to deteriorate 


A certain amount of speculation has arisen over the visit of Dutch Foreign 
Minister Maxime Verhagen to Curacao. According to a report in the Wall 
Street Journal, it was not clear whether the Minister’s visit had anything 
to do with Venezuela’s protest note about a Dutch warplane straying into 
Venezuelan territory on three occasions. 

Venezuelan Foreign Minister, Nicolas Maduro had branded the incursions 
as a provocation. 

The immediate reaction of the Dutch government in The Netherlands was 
to dismiss the provocation charge as nonsense and deny any violation of 
Venezuelan airspace. 

President Chavez’ concern is about the presence of US military spy stations 
in Aruba and Curacao islands, which are located near Venezuela’s western 


mainland. The President said his country has up-to-date monitoring and 
defense capabilities and proof of the incursions. 

The Dutch Embassy in Caracas has confirmed Verhagen’s visit but not any 
special visit to Venezuela to meet Minister Maduro for consultations. 
President Chavez has challenged Dutch sovereignty over Curacao, Aruba 
and Bonaire, calling it twenty-first century colonialism. 

Dutch member of parliament, Harry van Bommel has criticized his 
government for the dismissive language used to deny the incursion, saying 
it was not very helpful to good relations. 

It would appear that some Dutch politicians are uneasy about the closeness 
of the US-Dutch military rapport in the Caribbean and the overlapping of 
joint anti-narcotics and spying missions. 
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Omega imbalance can make obesity ‘inheritable’ 


Overeating combined 
with the wrong mix of fats 
in one’s diet can cause 
obesity to be carried over 
from one generation to the 
next, researchers in France 
reported Friday. 

Omega-6 and omega-3, bot 
h polyunsaturated fatty acid 
s, are each critical to good 
health. 

But too much of the first and 
not enough of the second 
can lead to overweight 
offspring, the scientists 
showed in experiments with 
mice designed to mirror 
recent shifts in human diet. 
Over the last four decades, 
the ratio of omega-6 to 
omega-3 in a typicalWest 
em diet has shifted from a 
healthy five-to-one to 15- 
to-one in much of Europe, 
and up to 40-to-one in the 
United States. 

In the breast milk of 
American women, the 
average ratio has gone from 
six-to-oneto 18-to-one. 
Earlier studies have 

established a link 

between such imbalances 
andheart disease. 

But “this is the first time 
that we have shown a 
trans-generational increase 
in obesity” linked to 
omega intake, said Gerard 
Ailhaud, a biochemist at the 
University of Nice-Sophia 
Antipolis and main architect 
of the study. 


“Omega six is like a fat- 
producing bomb,” he told 
AFP by phone. 

Experts differ on whether 
obesity is more importantly 
due to the percentage of 
fat in one’s diet or the 
sheer amount of calories 
consumed. 

The findings, published 
in the US-based Journal 
of Lipid Research, add 
yet another dimension to 
the debate, and could shed 
new light on the obesity 


epidemic that has swept 
across the globe, mainly in 
rich nations. 

They also suggest that 
persistence within families 
of health-threatening weight 
gain — while not genetic in 
origin — may not be entirely 
due to environmental factors 
either. 

The link between omega 
imbalance and obesity “is 
probably epigenetic,” said 
Ailhaud, referring to the 
complex process whereby

the information in genes 
is translated into chemical 
activity. 

“The genome and the DNA 
of the rodents has not been 
modified, but these factors 
can influence the way in 
which certain genes are 
expressed.” 

In the experiments, four 
generations of mice were 
fed a 35-percent fat diet 
with the omega imbalance 
now found in much of the 
developed world. 

The result was progressively 
fatter mice at birth, 
generation after generation. 
The rodents also developed 
insulin-resistance, a telltale 
symptom for diabetes 2, one 
of the most common — and 
debilitating — consequences 
of obesity in humans. 

The equally undesirable 
increase in omega-6 and 
drop in omega-3 can be 
partly explained by the 
change from grass-fed to 
grain-fed livestock, Ailhaud 
explained. 

Grass is rich in omega-3. 


“Butto increaseproductivity, 
feed was shifted to grain 
meal, especially com, 
which contains a high 
concentration of omega-6,” 
he said. 

Adding a small quantity 
of flaxseed oil to animal 
feed could help restore a 
healthy omega balance in 
meat anddairy products, he 
added. 

There are three types of 
fatty acids — saturated fats, 
monounsaturated fats and 
polyunsaturated fats. 

In France, health authorities 
recommend that fat 
intake should between 
30 and 40 percent of 
calories consumed, while 
the US Food and Drug 
Administration suggests a 
range of 20-to-30 percent. 
Both governments agree that 
most of that intake should be 
from polyunsaturated and 
monosaturated fats such as 
fish, nuts and vegetable oi 
Is rather than the saturated 
fats found in red meat and 
dairy product

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BIG DREAMS FOR HAITI, BUT FIRST THINGS FIRST 



It has been six months since 
the pitiless earthquake hit 
Haiti last winter. So now 
we are hearing — yet again 
— extravagant promises, 
voiced only in the uncertain 
language of hope, about 
Haiti’s coming historic 
moment in the sun. 

The j ammed-full third of the 
island of Hispaniola that is 
Haiti could now face a “time 
of opportunity, of challeng 
e,” Bill Clinton, co-chair 
of the Interim Committee 
for the Reconstruction of 
Haiti, said this week. It 
could have an education 


system for the first time, 
an economic investment 
climate for the first time 
and a health system for the 
first time. It could become 
interdependent with other 
Caribbean islands. 

The denuded island, 
where all but 2 percent 
of the trees have been cut 
down for charcoal and 
most of the topsoil lost to 
the sea, could become a 
“museum of 21st-century 
architecture,” according to 
the enthusiastic words of 
government planner Leslie 
Voltaire. Port-au-Prince, 


now lying in ruins, will be 
transformed into a “Zen 
city,” balanced and serene 

— the key industrial city of 
the Caribbean. 

All that sounds grand — and 
one can only wish the long- 
suffering Haitianpeople far, 
far more good fortune than 
they have been awarded by 
cruel fate. But how about 
starting with clearing some 
of the “cities” of rubble? 
How about moving more 
of the poor and hungry to 
temporary towns outside 
the city so one can begin to 
plan and build? What about 
instituting land reform, 
only this time in the cities, 
where the self-indulgent 
mulatto upper classes are 
now using real or putative 
land ownership to either 
make fortunes and/or to 
halt any real progress that 
would bring Haiti, which 
is not even a developing 
nation, into the 19th 
century? 

And what about looking 
closely at the elections 
scheduled for November — 
and thinking instead about 
instituting a temporary 
technocratic ruling body 
for, say, two years that 
would/could/might carry 
through reforms for once? 
By all reports, the situation 
on the ground is deplorable 

— no, let’s say inhuman. 
Six months after receiving 
promises of $5.2 billion 
from international donors, 
the General Hospital, the 
major one in the capital, 
is about to shut down, and 
smaller ones are following. 
There is no big machinery 
moving the omnipresent 
rubble, only individual 
Haitians, who are being 
paid by the day by NGOs. 
The fly in the poisoned 


ointment of healing is an 
old one: Haiti’s greedy and 
tendentious bureaucracy 
is stopping supplies, 
demanding 20 percent 
taxes, from entering the 
country; once through this 
barrier, supplies are piled 
up in warehouses, with no 
means to distribute them; 
and Haiti’s overpopulation 
— from 6 million in the 
early ‘90s to 10 million 
today — overwhelms every 
attempt to help. 

The possibility of what 
could happen in Haiti, 
given these ingredients for 
disaster, is terrifying. In 
most countries historically, 
this kind of recipe would 
call forth a leader to 
rebel against all the cruel 
dictators who came after 
Haiti’s early (1804) 
glorious independence. 

But there is no indication, 
at least not yet, of any 
such movement. Instead, 
what Haiti could have, if 
things do not get better, is 
simply a devolution into 
anomie -- a collapse into 
mass hopelessness that 
could lead to a modern-day 
anarchy that we have not 
yet experienced, even in 
the Third World. 

Instead of a man on a white 
horse, you would no longer 
even have the horse! 

Bill Clinton, along with 
Haiti’s prime minister, 
chairs the committee of 26 
leading citizens to plan the 
future, but the committee 
recently met for only the 
first time (not a good 
sign). 

Clinton himself comes 
to the job with a notably 
bad record. It was his 
administration that went 
along with trade sanctions 
against Haiti, issued on 


behalf of returning the 
half-crazy former Salesian 
priest, President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide, to 
power. What the sanctions 
managed to do was to 
destroy the country’s small 
industries, such as the 
production of baseballs. 
All was done in the noble 
name of “democracy”! 
Equally disastrous, in 1986, 
underpressure from the U. S. 
and other governments, 
Haiti removed its tariff 
on imported rice. Soon, 
domestic rice production, 
by which Haitians had fed 
themselves, was replaced 
to the order of 75 percent 
American rice. All was 
done in the sacrosanct 
name of “globalization”! 
Yet this time around, Bill 
Clinton seems ready, 
serious and even eager for 
the job. He has been to Haiti 
six times since January, 
and has, astonishingly, 
admitted his previous 
mistakes there. 

One pauses to dream. 
Couldn’t his committee 
call forth the best of 
Haitian youth to serve 
as a kind of uniformed 
constabulary across the 
island, empowered as an 
interim force between the 
committee and the people 
for a set period of time? 
Could such a force break 
the distribution logjams 
and act as ombudsmen for 
the people? Isn’t it time to 
think of new ways in place 
of the rotting old ways? 
Haiti needs genuine power 
at the top and decent 
interlocutors with the 
people, before abetter class 
of elected local leaders can 
emerge. The first question 
for the committee should 
be how to get that done.

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Venezuela entrego protesta a Colombia y 

retire a su embajador 


CARACAS (AP) 
Venezuela presento el 
viemes una nota de 
protesta en la embajada de 
Colombia para rechazar 
la denuncia de Bogota 
sobre la presencia de jefes 
guerrilleros colombianos 
en Venezuela, y llamo a 
consultas al diplomatico 
venezolano destacado en la 
capital colombiana, anuncio 
el canciller Nicolas Maduro. 

En una cadena de radio y 
television, el presidente 
Hugo Chavez rechazo el 
viemes la denuncia y afirmo 
que la “extrema derecha” 
colombiana esta tratando de 
generar “un gran conflicto”. 
Chavez llamo al pais a estar 
alerta ante lo que considero el 
“desespero” del mandatario 
colombiano Alvaro Uribe. 

“El presidente Uribe 
es en verdad un 
mafioso y es capaz de 
cualquier cosa, porque 
esta lleno de odio y 
fracaso rotundamente 
en su intento de aislar 
a Venezuela”, indico 
Chavez, y aseguro 
que “no voy a caer en 
provocaciones”. 

Agrego que el gobierno 
saliente de Uribe, con el 
respaldo de Estados Unidos, 
esta tratando de “sembrar 
minas” para evitar una 
“probable reconciliacion” 
entre Caracas y Bogota. 

Maduro rechazo en 
conferencia de prensa los 
senalamientos del gobierno 
de Uribe, considerandolos 
como “una olla podrida 
llena de falsos positivos 
mediaticos”, y dijo que el 
gobierno venezolano ira 
evaluando en el transcurso 
de las proximas horas 
nuevas medidas “politicas” 
y “diplomaticas” que 
garanticen que “este rechazo 
sea sometida a su justo 
lugar”. 

El canciller informo que 


habia entregado una nota 
de protesta a la embajadora 
colombiana Maria 

Luisa Chiappe, y que el 
diplomatico venezolano 
Gustavo Marquez file 
llamado a Caracas para 
evaluar la “arremetida” de 
Colombia. 

“El gobierno de Uribe ha 
decidido arremeter contra 
el pueblo venezolano, ha 
decidido dinamitar las 
posibilidades de un avance” 
en las relaciones, afirmo 
Maduro. 

En un nuevo capitulo de 
los roces entre Colombia y 
Venezuela, el gobierno de 
Chavez condeno el viemes 
en un comunicado de la 
cancilleria la denuncia que 
realizo Bogota en torno a 
la presencia en territorio 
venezolano de algunos jefes 
de las FARC y el ELN, 
y afirmo que la “nueva 
arremetida” de Uribe busca 
la “destmccion de las 
relaciones”. 

“El patetico espectaculo 
mediatico ofrecido el dia 
jueves 15 de julio, constituye 
un intento desesperado por 
minar el terreno de una 
eventual normalizacion de 
las relaciones bilaterales, 
donde no ha faltado la 
intriga de la embajada de los 
Estados Unidos en Bogota”, 
senalo el comunicado. 

El gobierno de Uribe 
anuncio el viemes en Bogota 
que tiene en mente acudir a 
instancias internacionales 
para denunciar que 
autoridades venezolanas 
les dan cabida en ese pais 
a algunos jefes de las 
guerrillas de las FARC y el 
ELN. 

En un comunicado Bogota 
aseguro que “durante seis 
anos el gobierno colombiano 
sostuvo un dialogo paciente 
con el gobierno de Venezuela, 
al cual, en varias ocasiones, 
dio informaciones sobre 
localizacion de terroristas en 


ese territorio”. 

Pese a ese dialogo, agrego, 
“todo fue infmctuoso en 
relacion con cabecillas 
terroristas”. En consecuencia, 


concluyo, “debemos pensar 
nuevamente en acudir a las 
instancias internacionales”. 

Tras el comunicado, el 


presidente Uribe dijo a los 
reporteros que las denuncias 
de su gobierno solo tenian 
un fin: “una patria fibre de la 
pesadilla del terrorismo”.

MEXICO DF (Reuters) - Los asesinatos 
relacionados con el narcotrafico en Mexico 
rebasan los 7,000 en lo que va del ano, 
frente a los mas de 9,000 en todo el 2009, 
dijo el viernes el fiscal general, Arturo 
Chavez, en medio de una escalada de 
violencia desatada por los carteles. 

En amplias zonas del pais, y principalmente 
en la fronteriza Ciudad Juarez, la violencia 
esta sin control pese al patmllaje de miles 
de militares y policias federates. 


Chavez dijo que los asesinatos suman 
24,826 desde que asumio el presidente 
Felipe Calderon, en diciembre del 2006, y 
lanzo una guerra frontal contra los carteles 
de la droga, que se enfrentan contra las 
fuerzas de seguridad y entre si por las 
lucrativas mtas hacia Estados Unidos, el 
principal mercado. 

Los conteos de la prensa local indican que 
mas de 26,000 personas han muerto por 
la violencia del narcotrafico desde que 
Calderon llego a la presidencia. 
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Lula: Brasil tiene major 
tecnologia qua British 
Petroleum 

SAO PAULO (AP) - El presidente Luiz Inacio Lula da 
Silva afirmo el viemes que Brasil tiene mejor tecnologia 
que British Petroleum y descarto un posible derrame de 
crudo en sus exploraciones petroleras de aguas profundas. 
A1 inaugurar un proyecto urbanistico en la periferia 
industrial de Sao Paulo, Lula afirmo que el accidente 
petrolero en un pozo de la empresa britanica en el Golfo 
de Mexico puso de manifiesto que “lo barato sale caro” 
“Nosotros tenemos mas tecnologia que aquella empresa 
inglesa que causo el derrame en Estados Unidos”, expreso 
el mandatario. “Eso, si Dios quiere, no va a ocurrir en 
Brasil porque (la petrolera estatal) Petrobras tiene la mejor 
tecnologia de explotacion de petroleo en aguas profundas”. 
Lula aprovecho para criticar a British Petroleum por la 
fuga de crudo iniciada tres meses atras al afirmar que 
la empresa “quiso hacer la cosa mas economica, y lo 
economico salio caro”.El gobernante brasileno estuvo 
el jueves en una plataforma petrolifera maritima, donde 
participo de la primera extraccion de crudo de uno de los 
pozos de las enormes reservas en aguas profundas. 

La camada de petroleo, que el gobiemo calcula en al 
menos 50.000 millones de barriles, se encuentra a 7.000 
metros bajo la superficie maritima, y tiene por encima una 
cubierta de rocas y sal corrosiva que deben ser perforados 
para extraer el petroleo. 


Exhuman restos de Bolivar para 
investigar causas de su muerte 


CARACAS (AP) - Luego de permanecer 
mas de un siglo en un sarcofago del Panteon 
Nacional, los restos del Libertador Simon 
Bolivar fueron exhumados de manera 
sorpresiva durante la madrugada del 
viemes por las autoridades, para iniciar las 
investigaciones sobre las causas de su muerte. 
“Hemos visto los restos del gran Bolivar. 
Confieso que hemos llorado, hemos jurado. 
Les digo: tiene que ser Bolivar ese esqueleto 
glorioso, pues puede sentirse su llamarada”, 
dijo el presidente Hugo Chavez durante la 
madmgada a traves de su cuenta de Twitter, 
al anunciar al pais el inicio de la exhumacion 
de los restos, que permanecian enterrados en 
el Panteon Nacional desde octubre de 1876. 
“Cristo mio, Cristo Nuestro, mientras oraba 
en silencio viendo aquellos huesos, pense en 
ti!. Y como hubiese querido. Cuanto quise 
que llegaras y ordenaras como a Lazaro: 
Tevantate, Simon, que no es tiempo de 
morir’. De inmediato recorde que Bolivar 
Vive!”, agrego el mandatario. 

Casi doce horas despues de la exhumacion, 
Chavez mostro una grabacion que realizo la 
televisora estatal del momento en el que se 
abrio el sarcofago del Libertador, entre los 


acordes del himno nacional y los honores 
de militares vestidos con trajes blancos y 
mascarillas en el rostro para garantizar la 
seguridad de los restos. 

El mandatario dijo que tras la apertura del 
sarcofago se encontro una bota y los restos de 
una camisa del Libertador, y su “dentadura 
perfecta”. 

Agrego que como parte del proceso se realizo 
un estudio de ADN a los restos y se tomaron 
algunas radiografias. 

Aunque Bolivar fallecio en diciembre 
del 1830 en la localidad colombiana de 
Santa Marta, sus restos fueron trasladados 
al Panteon Nacional en Caracas 46 anos 
despues, por decision del congreso 
venezolano. La exhumacion de los restos 
se da casi tres anos despues que Chavez 
anuncio, durante la conmemoracion de los 
177 anos de la muerte del procer, que seria 
abierto el sarcofago para determinar las 
causas de su fallecimiento. 

El gobernante ha expresado reiteradamente 
dudas sobre la autopsia practicada al 
Libertador, y sobre si los restos que estan en 
el Panteon Nacional son realmente los del 
procer.
